Statement  of  Condition  presents  fairly  the  financial  posi- 

tion  of  the  Association  as  of  December  31,  1959.  We  do  comment  on 
specific  items  contained  therein  as  follows : 

Current  Fund  — Cash: 

Cash  receipts  and  disbursements  w^ere  reconciled  with  bank  deposits 
and  withdrawals.  We  examined  cancelled  checks  for  all  disbursements. 
All  bank  balances  at  December  31,  1959  were  indep)endently  confirmed. 
Cash  on  hand  was  counted  by  us  on  January  7,  1960. 

Current  Fund  — Investments:  $855,892.19. 

Investments  previously  classified  as  Plant  Fund  Assets  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  Current  Fund.  We  obtained  a certificate  from  the  New 
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England  Trust  Company,  custodian,  which  was  reconciled  with  the  book 
balances.  Savings  bank  balances  were  independently  confirmed  with 
depositories. 

Special  Fund  — Assets:  S8,061.^. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed 
that  they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  December  31,  1959,  certificate  number 
568  representing  692.6  shares  of  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  with  a market 
value  of  $14,759.31  at  that  date.  Income  earned  thereon  during  1959 
totalled  $457.43. 

Charity  Fund  Assets:  84-10,4^2.61 

The  assets  owned  and  income  therefrom  are  detailed  in  a separate 
report  submitted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  Securities  and 
savings  bank  books  listed  therein  were  examined  by  us  in  the  presence  of 
two  trustees  on  December  31,  1959  at  the  vaults  of  the  Boston  Safe 
Deposit  and  Trust  Company. 

All  income  of  the  Charity  Fund  was  verified  and  traced  to  depository 
banks.  The  Committee  of  Relief  expended  $7,360.14  for  relief  purposes 
during  the  year  1959,  as  compared  with  $7,891.65  for  the  preceding  year. 

Current  Fund  — Accounts  Payable:  810,236.46. 

This  account  includes  severance  pay  due  former  employees  totalling 
$9,960.00. 

Current  Fund  — Excess  of  Income  Over  Expenses:  836,693.37. 

Operating  results  are  set  forth  in  detail  on  Exhibit  B and  related 
Schedules  1 and  2.  Reflected  therein  is  the  refund  of  1958  rentals  paid 
to  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company  of  America.  It  also  represents 
severance  pay  of  $17,572.00,  including  the  unpaid  balance  of  $9,960.00 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

General  Comments: 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  operations 
and  such  other  procedures  as  we  deemed  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  Statement  of  Condition  and  related 
Statements  of  Income  and  Expenses  and  Fund  Balances  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Associa- 
tion as  at  December  31,  1959  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the 
fiscal  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

The  Board  appointed  Lawson  W.  Oakes,  Trustee  of  the  Charity 
Fund,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Ralph  L.  Whitcomb. 

George  Laing  was  appointed  Secretary-Treasurer  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  caused  by  the  death  of  Percy  C.  Bond  and  Merton  F.  Dixon,  Assist- 
ant Secretary-Treasurer. 

An  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  New  England  Trust  Com- 
pany upon  the  advice  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  investment 
counsel  and  custody. 

On  a proposal  of  the  Planning  Committee,  the  Board  recommended 
to  the  Association  a donation  of  funds  to  the  Franklin  Foundation,  the 
Museum  of  Science,  and  Junior  Achievement  of  Eastern  Massachusetts, 
in  the  name  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association. 

It  was  voted  by  the  Board  to  allow  the  contents  of  the  cornerstone 
box  to  be  displayed  at  the  Boston  Public  Library  for  the  month  of  July. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Committee,  the  Board 
voted  to  have  a Ladies’  Night  at  the  Museum  of  Science  on  October  28, 
1959. 

Mr.  James  E.  Bagley,  Jr.,  was  appointed  a Trustee  of  the  Charity 
Fund  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Justin  A.  Duncan.

The  report  was  by  vote  unanimously  accepted  to  be 
made  a part  of  the  annual  report. 


5.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
which  was  read  by  Assistant  Secretary-Treasurer  Merton 
F.  Dixon: 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Finance  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  and  two  special  meet- 
ings with  an  average  attendance  of  four  members. 

The  Committee  voted  to  employ  the  services  of  the  Trust  Depart- 
ment of  the  New  England  Trust  Company  in  an  advisory  capacity  for 
recommendations  and  quarterly  reviews  of  the  portfolio  of  the  General 
Funds. 

The' Committee  approved  various  changes  in  the  General  Funds 
portfolio  resulting  in  a gain  of  $34,066.87  for  the  year  1959. 

All  bills  of  account  against  the  Association  have  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  Committee. 
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For  a detailed  report  of  the  finances,  we  refer  you  to  the  Treasurer’s 
Report  submitted  at  this  meeting.  Also,  the  Auditor’s  Report  in  full 
which  is  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  Association  and  will  be  printed  in 
the  annual  report. 

The  Committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  current 
expenses  for  the  fiscal  year.

The  report  was  by  vote  unanimously  accepted  and  the 
recommendation  adopted,  report  and  recommendation  to 
be  made  a part  of  the  records.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  RELIEF 

The  Committee  has  held  eight  meetings  with  an  average  attendance 
of  seven. 

During  the  year  two  beneficiaries  have  passed  away  and  one  has 
been  added,  making  a total  of  ten  that  we  are  assisting.  The  youngest 
of  these  is  seventy-three  years  while  the  oldest  is  ninety-seven,  with  an 
average  age  of  84. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  has  spent  $7,360.14  and  recommends 
an  appropriation  of  $9,000.00  for  the  ensuing  year.

8.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Planning  Committee.  The 
report  was  read  by  Stewart  P.  Lynch: 

PLANNING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Planning  Committee  held  seven  meetings  in  1959.  Discussions 
of  several  projects  led  to  a number  of  visits  to  various  worthy  organiza- 
tions and  conferences  with  their  principal  officers.  As  a result  of  these 
meetings,  the  Planning  Committee  made  certain  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Government  with  regard  to  the  Museum  of  Science,  Franklin 
Technical  School,  and  Junior  Achievement  of  Eastern  Massachusetts. 
The  recommendations  were  adopted  and  the  proposed  programs  have 
been  active  since  October. 

The  testing  machine  in  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association  Laboratory  at  Franklin  Technical  School  is  available  to  one 
hundred  day  and  evening  students.  The  various  power  tools  bought  for 
Junior  Achievement  are  used  under  competent  instruction  by  fifteen 
hundred  high  school  juniors  and  seniors  from  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
Area.  Our  Association  had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  observe  the 
Museum  of  Science  at  our  Ladies’  Night  on  October  28,  1959. 

Members  of  the  Committee  have  visited  the  three  projects  while  in 
actual  operation  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  our  contributions  are  being 
put  to  excellent  use  and  conform  to  the  purposes  for  which  the  Associa- 
tion was  founded. 

The  Committee  remains  active  in  any  field  that  will  increase  our 
membership  activity  and  interest.  Suggestions  from  the  members  of  our 
Association  would  be  most  welcome  and  helpful. 

Planning  Committee. 

The  report  was  unanimously  voted  to  be  accepted  and 
to  be  made  a part  of  the  records. 


9.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  President. 

To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 

I am  happy  to  welcome  everyone  here  at  this  annual  Meeting.  The 
various  reports  which  will  later  appear  in  print  in  the  annual  report 
show  the  business  activities  of  the  year,  the  Financial  Report  indicating 
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a most  substantial  increase  in  our  General  Fund,  for  which  we  are  indebted 
to  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

To  carry  on  the  intent  of  the  Association’s  Charter  and  our  activity 
as  a charitable  organization,  we  have,  in  the  past  year,  upon  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Planning  Committee,  contributed  $5,000  to  the 
Museum  of  Science,  sponsoring  a lecture  course;  $5,000  to  the  Franklin 
Institute  for  a mechanical  laboratory;  approximately  $2,000  to  Junior 
Achievement  for  needed  tools. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Government  and  of  the  other  Com- 
mittees have  been  most  cooperative  and  it  has  been  gratifying  to  me  to 
have  all  but  one  or  two  members  present  at  every  meeting.  The  lunch- 
eons at  the  meetings  have  provided  opportunity  for  congenial  companion- 
ship, and  I greatly  appreciate  the  faithful  attendance  and  interest  shown 
at  each  of  the  meetings. 

By  invitation  of  Mr.  Stewart  Lynch,  this  is  the  third  meeting  of  the 
Association  to  be  held  at  the  Engineers’  Club  where  we  have  had  more 
than  the  usual  average  attendance.  A Ladies’  Night  was  provided  at 
the  Museum  of  Science  building  and  was  exceptionally  well  attended. 
Many  favorable  comments  were  expressed  by  those  who  were  present 
that  evening.  Aside  from  countless  times  that  I have  visited  the  Associa- 
tion’s office  or  talked  on  the  telephone,  I have  in  the  past  year  attended 
forty-five  various  meetings  for  the  Association  and  also  attended  the 
funeral  services  of  Mr.  Howard  Baldwin,  and  three  of  our  Past  Presidents 
— Mr.  Ralph  L.  Whitcomb,  Mr.  Percy  C.  Bond,  and  Justin  A.  Duncan. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  of  Relief,  letters  of  con- 
dolence and  remembrances  were  sent  to  families  in  times  of  their  sorrow, 
and  also  to  others  at  Christmas  time. 

The  Planning  Committee  has  been  studying  revisions  for  our  By- 
Laws,  and  it  was  hoped  that  at  this  Annual  Meeting  a definite  proposal 
could  be  presented  for  a major  project  including  a permanent  home  loca- 
tion for  the  Association,  but  that  has  not  materialized. 

Two  of  the  members,  Mr.  Frederick  S.  Crowther  and  Mr.  James  E. 
Bagley,  Jr.,  retire  from  the  Board  of  Government  at  this  meeting,  after 
a service  of  nine  years  on  the  Board.  We  shall  miss  them,  but  will  retain 
the  pleasant  remembrance  of  their  cooi>eration  and  our  thoughts  of 
“well  done,  good  and  faithful  members.”  We  hope  we  may  continue  to 
have  their  counsel,  guidance  and  hearty  companionship. 

I sincerely  thank  every  member  for  the  courtesies,  kindness,  and 
friendly  cooperation  that  has  been  extended  to  me.  It  has  been  a most 
pleasant  and  happy  experience  to  consult  with  and  to  have  all  the  details 
of  the  Association’s  activities  so  efficiently  performed  by  our  Secretary, 
Mr.  George  Laing,  and  Miss  Marjorie  Horn. 

One  who  has  read  the  available  history  of  our  Association  must  be 
deeply  impressed  with  the  foresight,  initiative  and  courage  of  earlier 
members,  and  it  would  seem  that  we,  too,  should  be  inspired  with  a 
challenge  to  strive  to  emulate  their  wisdom  in  planning  for  the  future  of 
our  organization.  I earnestly  hope  that  we  may  have  divine  guidance 
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to  establish  new  permanent  foundations  upon  which  our  Association  may 
build  wisely  for  the  present  and  provide  better  opportunities  for  the  future.

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NECROLOGY 


RALPH  L.  WHITCOMB 

Ralph  Leslie  Whitcomb,  who  joined  this  Association  in  1923,  died 
in  Sharon,  Massachusetts,  on  January  11,  1959,  age  sixty-two  years. 

Mr.  Whitcomb  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts  on  January  1, 
1897,  the  son  of  Charles  Everett  and  Caroline  Blood  Whitcomb.  He 
prepared  for  college  at  the  Sharon  High  School  and  Chauncy  Hall  School 
in  Boston,  graduating  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
and  receiving  his  B.S.  degree  from  both  M.I.T.  and  Harvard  University 
the  same  year. 

Mr.  Whitcomb  became  associated  with  the  firm  of  F.  L.  and  C.  E. 
Whitcomb  in  1919  and  became  President  and  Treasurer  in  1922,  which 
positions  he  held  until  his  death. 

He  served  our  Association  in  many  capacities,  becoming  Vice-Presi- 
dent in  1941  and  President  in  1944.  He  was  a Trustee  of  the  Charity 
Fund,  and  served  on  many  committees  guiding  the  affairs  of  the  Associa- 
tion through  what  was  probably  its  most  difficult  time. 

Mr.  Whitcomb  was  Master  of  Blue  Hill  Lodge  and  town  moderator 
in  Sharon  for  many  years.  Very  civic  minded,  he  was  also  a man  of 
quiet  and  gracious  nature,  highly  regarded  in  his  business  and  social  life. 

Mr.  Whitcomb  married  Ardys  Freeman  in  June,  1921,  who  survives 
with  a daughter  and  son. 


FREDERICK  K.  ROGERS 

Frederick  K.  Rogers,  who  joined  this  Association  in  1937,  died 
in  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  on  January  27,  1959,  age  seventy-two  years. 

Mr.  Rogers  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts  on  August  4,  1887, 
the  son  of  Timothy  Otis  and  Harriett  Nickerson  Rogers.  He  graduated 
from  the  Boston  schools  and  was  in  the  building  and  construction  busi- 
ness for  many  years. 

Mr.  Rogers  as  the  head  of  Fred  K.  Rogers  & Sons,  Inc.,  building 
and  insurance  appraiser,  was  well  known  and  highly  regarded  in  his 
chosen  field.  A man  of  wide  interests,  he  engaged  in  many  civic  activ- 
ities, and  belonged  to  many  fraternal  organizations. 

Mr.  Rogers  served  faithfully  as  a member  of  the  Relief  Committee 
from  1948  to  1959,  exercising  excellent  judgment  and  giving  unsparingly 
of  his  time  to  his  duties  in  the  Association.  He  was  a member  of  the 
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Masonic  body,  Aleppo  Temple  and  Past  Commander  of  the  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Artillery  Company  of  Massachusetts. 

He  married  Merrill  G.  MacKinnon,  who  with  three  children  survives 

him. 


PERCY  C.  BOND 

Percy  Clark  Bond,  who  joined  this  Association  in  1918,  died  in 
Somerville,  Massachusetts  on  March  17,  1959,  age  seventy-six  years  and 
nine  months. 

Mr.  Bond  was  born  in  Dummerston,  Vermont,  June  10,  1882,  the 
son  of  Leroy  L.  and  Eliza  Stoddard  Bond.  He  graduated  from  the 
Vermont  high  school  and  subsequently  served  with  the  United  States 
Army  in  the  Philippines. 

He  engaged  in  building  construction  during  most  of  his  business 
career,  and  was  President  of  the  Clark  and  Lee  Company  and  the  George 
C.  Irwin  Company. 

Mr.  Bond  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Government  of  the  Asso- 
ciation from  1923  to  1928,  served  on  the  Finance  Committee,  Committee 
on  Education,  becoming  Vice-President  in  1935  and  President  in  1938. 
Following  his  term  as  President  in  1941,  he  was  elected  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, a position  he  occupied  until  his  death. 

A man  of  considerable  energy  and  determination,  he  left  nothing  to 
be  desired  in  the  conduct  of  the  Association’s  business.  Mr.  Bond  was 
aflBliated  with  various  Masonic  bodies  where  he  served  many  years  in 
administrative  and  oflBcial  capacities  and  was  also  National  Commander 
of  the  National  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Philippines  in  1952. 

In  September,  1920,  he  married  Mary  A.  Whitten,  who  survives  him. 


JOHN  W.  BAIRD 

John  Wyndon  Baird,  who  joined  this  Association  in  1937,  died  in 
Mattapan,  Massachusetts  on  August  18,  1959,  at  the  age  of  eighty-two 
years  and  one  month. 

Mr.  Baird  was  born  in  Nova  Scotia  on  July  18,  1877,  the  son  of 
James  L.  and  Julia  Smith  Baird,  and  received  his  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Nova  Scotia. 

After  completing  his  apprenticeship  as  a plasterer  in  the  United 
States,  he  worked  for  several  firms  until  1900  when  he  entered  the  employ 
of  J.  H.  Townsend  Company  for  a period  of  twenty-five  years  as  foreman, 
superintendent  and  estimator.  In  1924,  he  bought  out  the  business  and 
continued  the  plastering  trade  in  his  own  name. 

Mr.  Baird  was  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  bodies  and  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Master  Builders  Association. 

In  1901  he  married  Matilda  Martell  who  preceded  him  in  death. 
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JUSTIN  A.  DUNCAN 

Justin  Alexander  Duncan,  who  joined  this  Association  in  1921, 
died  in  Winthrop,  Massachusetts,  on  September  6,  1959,  age  eighty-one 
years. 

Mr.  Duncan  was  born  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  on  November 
3,  1877,  the  son  of  William  and  Mary  Whyte  Duncan. 

Receiving  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  Somerville,  he 
entered  the  employ  of  his  father  in  an  East  Boston  brass  foundry  in 
1898.  Eighteen  months  after  his  father’s  death  in  1916,  he  formed  the 
William  Duncan  Company,  serving  as  President  and  Treasurer  until 
1955,  when  the  company  was  dissolved. 

Mr.  Duncan  served  this  Association  well  and  faithfully  for  a period 
of  thirty-three  years.  Prior  to  his  holding  the  oflSce  of  President  of  the 
Association  in  1947,  1948,  1949,  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Government 
from  1926  to  1930,  the  Committee  of  Relief  1936  to  1941,  the  Finance 
Committee  in  1930,  and  the  Committee  on  Building  in  1928.  He  was  a 
Trustee  of  the  Charity  Fund  from  1950  until  his  death  in  1959. 

Mr.  Duncan  served  as  Commander  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company  of  Massachusetts  from  1935  to  1936.  He  was  Vice- 
President,  Trustee  and  member  of  the  Board  of  Investment  of  the  East 
Boston  Savings  Bank  and  Treasurer  of  the  Enterprise  Co-operative 
Bank  in  East  Boston.  He  was  a leader  in  many  business  and  fraternal 
organizations  during  his  life,  and  also  Illustrious  Potentate  of  Aleppo 
Temple  in  1947. 

In  1906  he  married  Ellen  Oliver,  who  with  two  brothers  and  two 
sisters  survives  him. 


FRANK  B.  CURRY 

Frank  Burns  Curry,  who  joined  this  Association  in  1927,  died  in 
Wellesley,  Massachusetts,  on  October  15,  1959,  age  seventy-eight  years. 

Mr.  Curry  was  born  in  Port  Maitland,  Nova  Scotia,  on  May  9,  1881, 
the  son  of  Charles  H.  and  Eliza  Raymond  Curry.  He  came  to  Boston  in 
1900  with  his  father,  and  while  working  at  his  trade  during  the  day,  he 
received  night  school  diplomas  from  high  school,  architectural  school, 
and  Franklin  Union.  He  started  in  the  woodworking  business  in  1916 
on  Wareham  Street,  Boston,  specializing  in  store  fixtures,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  still  conducting  this  business  at  560  Harrison  Avenue. 

Mr.  Curry’s  interests  were  in  his  community  where  he  devoted  much 
time  to  Boy  Scout  and  Y.M.C.A.  activities.  As  a member  of  this  Asso- 
ciation, he  served  ably  on  the  Board  of  Government  from  1946  to  1951, 
and  on  the  Committee  of  Relief  from  1937  to  1943. 

In  May,  1915,  he  married  Elvira  I.  Rhind,  who  with  a daughter  and 
three  sons  survives  him. 
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LOUIS  W.  KENT 

Louis  W.  Kent,  who  joined  this  Association  in  1931,  died  in  Need- 
ham, Massachusetts,  on  October  27, 1959,  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight  years. 

Mr.  Kent  was  born  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  in  1881  and  became  a 
citizen  in  1911.  He  was  a contractor  and  builder  and  married  Elizabeth 
Glass  who  survives  him. 


FREDERICK  A.  SMITH 

Frederick  Albert  Smith  was  born  in  South  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
July  6,  1885,  the  son  of  Albert  C.  and  Fredericka  Shales  Smith.  Mr.

Receiving  his  education  in  Boston  public  schools,  he  entered  the 
employ  of  the  F.  S.  Payne  Co.,  elevator  manufacturers,  in  November  of 
1903,  and  became  a director  of  the  company  in  1906.
